In the next place, the Author of the Remon- 
ſtrance ſaith in deciſion of the Freneh diſcipline, 
that Lay-Elders till this age h2d never any foot- 
ing in the Chriſtian Church, I- will not ſtand 
reaſonirig what great neede there is-of Laymen to 
bee ſhirers with the Paſtors intheadminiſtration 
of the Churches diſcipline : onely ro make good, 
that ſuch Lay- Ptesbyters' are grounded upon 
Scripture, it iscleare out of the words of the As 
chap: 15. verſe 22. 1tpleaſeththe Apoſtles, the El- 
ders, with the whole Church, By the nhole Church 
either the whole company of Elders, or thechicte 
of the people, if not the whole Chriſtian congre- 
gation preſent at Feruſalem is underſtood. The 
former cannot be,elſe by an uncouth tautologie in 
one little verſe, the Elders were ſaid to have met 
with Elders. It followes then, that by the whote

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 dets, It matters not much whether they bee cal-

6. of the 4Fs, the whole multitude of Diſciples 
is ſaid to have choſen the ſeven Deacons of whom 
Saint Steven, was one, That by the multitude of 

the Diſciples others are meant then the compa 
of the Elders, it is manifeſt by the ninth of the 
As, verſe 39. where Tabithaa woman is called 
an ancient Diſciple: And by the eleventh chap. 
verſe 26. where it is ſaid that the. Diſciples 
were firſt called Chriſtians in Antioch ; The 
appellations of Diſciples and Chriſtians being 
promiſcuouſly ufed ; beſides weſce in the eleRtion 
of the Apoſile Matthias, not onely the Apoſtles, 
butthe whole congregation which was of x20;had 
vote and voice. Good Lord fhall one of few Bi. 
tops inour dayes vindicate more to themſelves 
then the Apoſtles themſelves did ; though the 
leaſt of the Apoſtles were better gitted, anden. 
dowed with more power,then all the Biſhops of 
the Chriſtian World put together. Now adayes 
the greateſt part of the Church is counted ne 
Church, and it remaineth that 'mens ſoules hould

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be pianed up within three or foure mens Lawne- 
ſleeves. But which is moſt ſtrange,thoſe that quar- 
rell: ſo much about Lay- Elders, ſee not or will not
